1912 to our many patrons. 
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A career of great and varied activity 
came to a close Tuesday afternoon when 
Kev. Howard A. M. Henderson, form- 
eriy of Paris, and well known Method- 
ist clergyman, author and veteran of 
two wars, died in Christ Hospital in 
Cincinnati after a long illness of 
diabetes. A development of the dis- 
ease, hardening of the arteries, was 
the immediate cause of death. 

The more than 75 years of Kev. 
Henderson's life was crowded with 
notable achievements and endeavors. 
The diversitf of his activities and his 
unfailing success stamped him ai odo 
I of the men who made history both for 
his cnurch and his country. 

The last time Dr. Henderson met hii 
many friends amoni^ the clergy of Cin- 
cinnati was on the oecaaion of his 
sevoBty-fiftb anniveisary on Augast 
15. in Glendale. It wii immediately 
after that ove^t that he became ill and 
ent«rod tho hospital. 

The body of Dr. Honderson will lio 
in state in Wesley Chapel from 2 to 3 
o'clock Wednesday afternoon. R«v. 
Gervaiie Koaghton, an intimate friend 
of the deceased, will then condDCt the 
8ervice!>, assisted by Bishop David H. 
Moore. Rev. D. Lee Aultmann, of 
Trinity church and Rev. D. H. Jami- 
son, Presiding Elder of the district. 

Rev.tRoughton was at the bedside of 
his friend until midnight Monday and 
Dr. Henderson, calm in the knowledge 
of the approaching end, quietly dis- 
cussed his funeral arrangements re- 
questing that Rev. Roughton preside. 
On Friday the remains will be buried 
in Frankfort, Ky., with services by 
the Masons and Odd Fellows of that 
city. 

Howard Andrew Millett Henderson, 
D. D., LL. D., was born in August 
183b, at Paris, Bourbon county. Ky. 
His father was Howard M. Henderson, 
a native of New Hampshire, who had 
come to Paris to take the Presidency 
of a large female college. In this col- 
lege were euducated some of the nrost 
famous belles of the Blue Grass reigon. 
Prof. Henderson was a graduate of 
Exter Academy and of Yale Uni 
versity, and was the author of a num- 
ber of tex| books. He married one of 
his pupils, Jane Elizabeth Moore, 
whose faUMT was an influential man 
of Cyntbiann. Ky. 

H. A. M. Headanan completed his 
education at the Ohio Wealeyan Uni- 
versity at Delaware, Chin, and th^. 
intending ta enter the laws, want .to 
the Cincinnati Law SehooL Hn aio 
studied in the office of United Stiw 
Senator Garrett ;Davia at Paris. |Dt 
his inclinations were toward theokKy 
and literature, and under BishspKnta- 
naugh he was ordained in the Method- 
ist ministry. He took charge near 
Uemopolis . Ala , and while there met 
and married Susan Watkins Vaughaii, 
daughter of Dr. Alfred Goodei Vaughan, 
a physician and planter. 

Soon after the Civil War broke out 
he organized the Twenty-eighth Ala- 
bama Regiment, of which he became 
Colonel. Dr. Henderson's prime ob- 
ject in entering the army of the Con- 
federacy was not to fight for the dis- 
ruption of the union and certainly not 
for the perpetuation of slavery. He 
was alwatys an advocate of the abolish- 
ment of slavery, as was his wife, who 
inherited from her father much cotton 
land and slaves. His great aim was to 
do what he could on the very scene of 
war to soften its inevitable terrors 
and minister to the men. 

Dr. Henderson was a relative of 
Jefferson Davis, and after two years 
in the f eld be was. on request assign- 
ed to the Department of Exchange of 
Prisoners of War. 

Dnring ihia aerviee he exchanged 
about 86,000 men. Among the most 
choriifaed poaaeaaiyna of Dr. Hender 
son i^ero thonsnndt of lettera from 
Union soldicra oxfinaains cratitnde 
for kindneaa he bad 'extended to them 
while he waa in cbarte 'Of them. His 
headquarters were at Cnbaba» Ala., 
near Selma. 

While in the field Dr. Henderson 
was in many engagements, and rose 
to the rank of Brigadier General. 

Afetr the war|he was for a time edi 
tor of the newspaper, the New Era, at 
Demopolis, Ala., in which he advocatec 
forgetfuiness of the war, snd did wnat 
he. could then, as he did ever after- 
ward, to wipe out sectional lines and 
fueling. 

Returning to Kentucky he held 
charges in the Methodiit church at 
Frankfort and Lexington and in the 
early seventies was elected State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction 
in Kentucky which offico he b^ for 
two terms. 

While Supreintendent of Public In- 
struction he wrote many papers and 
delivered numerous addresses on edu- 
cational topics, and besides promoted 
the publication by his department of a 
work Oil school architecture that had a 
marked influence in bettering the 
physical plant of schools of Kentucky. 
He was also Professor of Litreature 
at the Kentucky Military Institute. 

Daring this penod be took an active 
interest in Freemasonry and eventual- 
ly became Grand Chaplain of the 
Grand Lodge of Kentucky, a position 
bo held for years. He was a Knight 
Templar and a Scottish Rite Mason, 
Southern Jurisdictionr He was long 
editor of the Kentucky Freemaaon and 
was inftoentiaj in eatablisbtog the 
Masonic Homnr 

Dr. Henderaon waa alao interested 
greatly in Odd Fellowabip and besides 
cuntributin^c much to ita literatnre be- 
came Grand Maater pf the Qader 
Kentucky.

"Business men all over "the country 
are expressing complete confidence in 
the Democratic Ho'oBe.

Enid, Okla.— Had It not b^en for the 
honesty and high character of Ger- 
hardt Theilen, a farmer living nine 

miles northwest of Enid, the fact that 
$11,000.05 cash and $2,000 in securi- 
ties had been secreted in his home by 
C. F. Schulze^ an eccentric bachelor 
wh(t resided wltb lilm, would not have 
been disclosed following the death of 
Scbulze. Theilen could have kept the 
money, and BO one vwnld hare been 
ihe wiser. 

Theilen often hiad been promised 
by Schulze that what property he 
posf^essed would be left to him at 
dea'h. But when death came to the 
former German soldier Theilen did 
not examine his property until he had 
conferred with an attorney. When 
Theilen was made the executor of tbe 
estate he called neighbors to accom- 
pany him into the room which Schulze 
had occupied. 

Schulze died of pneumonia at 76 
years of age. It waa beUered by Theil- 
en that he had money hidden in his 
room. The $4 a week he paid for 
board had been forthcoming regularly 
in currency. Schulze was reticent 
and nrever spoke of his affairs even to 
the family except when he said he 
wanted the Theflens to baTe his prop- 
erty. 

Following the death, Theilen came 
to Enid to consult attorneys u-i what 
should be done about the burial and

There were some quear do- 
ings at Baltimore eighty years 
ago. Witness this from Grif- 
fith's "Annals of Baltimore," 
published in 1833: "Oecamber 
14 (i82t), thfrty-eevan parsons 
are drawn by one horse, in a 
car, planned by Mr. Ross Wi- 
nans, of New Jersey, on the 
Baltimore and Ohio Railroad, at 
the rate of about ten miles per 
hour, or as fast as the horse 
could trot or gallop; which was 
done In the presence and to the 
astonishment of a multitude of 
spectators, who, not having wit- 
nessed such an exhibition could 
aearealjr real lie the effect." And 
"Peter Parley's First Book of 
History,'' published about the 
•ame time, says: "But the most 
curious thing at Baltimore is 
the railroad. This consists of 
iron bars laid along tlie ground, 
and made fast so that carriages 
with small wheels may run 
along them with facility. In this 
way, each horse will be able to 
draw as much as ten horses on 
a common road. ^ of ^1^'^ 
railroad is already done, and if 
you choose to take a ride upon 
it, you may do so. You will 
mount a carriage something like 
a stage, and then you will be 
drawn along by two horses at 
the rata of twelve mffea an 
hour."

I Ignoring the alleged Charges of 'n- 
j efliciency and negligence that had 
1 suited in opposition beics: brought out 
against him, Joseph Williams, the 
present incumbent, was elected town 
I marshal by the MillerBburg City Coun- 
cil at its regular meeting Wednesday 
night over Henry Bowling who held 
the position prior to the eleetion of 
Mr. Wilhams six yean age. The elae> 
tiun of Mr. Williams was auide poaa- 
ible only by the vote of Mayer Wad- 
' dell, after the members of the Board 
bad become /qually divided between 
the two eandidates. the vote standing 
three to three, when the Mayor cast 
the deciding vote. 

Intere9t has centered in the election 
of the marshal for several days, Mr. 
j Bowling announcing his candidacy 
I about ten days ago. and rumors which 
j received flagrant circulation created a 
j^reat amount of dissatisfaction and 
: had the effect of prodnciog a warm 
i fight in the Coaneil chaAer when 
I that body met. 

1 It was learned Tuesday everin^ that 
three of the board, which is composed 
jof six members had pledv[ed them 
j selves to the support of Bowling, but 
I ti;e intensily of the situation increased 
! when it was circulated that the three 
of the Councilmen had not qualified on 
or before the first ct January, which 
left the; impression that they would 
have no voice in the election. Judge 
Dundon, of Paris, set the rumor to 
reat when he quoted the law on the 
subject, which was to the •fttd that 
a councilmaa eo4ld ba sworn in any 
time prior to tte first of Jaonary or 
on the date of the first meetiag in the 
year. 

The council aasembled at 7 :30 o'clock 
with Mayor Waddell In the chair. A 
large crowd, anticipating a rather 
warm fight, had assembled. The min- 
utes of the last meeting were read and 
approved and a number of small ac- 
approved and ordered paid, 
which was fuilowed by the election of 
oflicers. 

The election of T. J. Judy as city 
clerk was made by the unanimous vote 
of the board as was that of J. H. Bur- 
roughs, who was nominated for the 
office of city treasurer. Beth men 
were elected to succeed themselves, 
no opposition being presented. 

Following the election of these 
officers the matter of selecting a 
marshal was taken up and Mr. Henry 
Bowling was placed in nomination by 
Councilman J. J, Peed, which recieved 
a second from Councilman D. P. Jones. 

Councilman Kufus Butler put Mr. 
Williams in nomination, which was 
seconded by W. A. Butler. A vote 
was taken which resulted in £ tie and 
Judge Waddell cast the deciding vote 
in favor of Mr. Williams. The election 
of Williams resulted in a marked 
demonstration on the part of the 
majority of the spectators, many of 
whom left the city hall before a lively 
tilt between Coottdlman W. F. Car- 
penter and Marshal WiUiama occurred, 
in regard to some street woik, and 
hot wards passed between them. May- 
or Waddell took a hand in tbe matter 
and adjosted th affair. 

O. H. Collier was ekcted city as- 
sessor and Mayor Waddell annouiiced 
tbe appointment of his committees ; 
which are as follows : Street Commit- 1 
tee— Rufus Butler, W. A. Butler, E. i 
M. Ingles: Finance f'ommittee— W. A. 
Butler, J. J. Peed, W. F. Carpenter; 
night Committee— Rufus Butler, W 
F. Carpenter and E. M. Ingles; Build- 
ing Coramitiee-T. P. WadatU. £. M 
Ingles, W. F. Carpenter. 

An ordinance introduced to reduce 
the laundry license failed to carry. A 
summarized report of the city treasur- 
er is as follows: Bala-ice on hand 
January 1, 1911. $2,799.17; collected 
from taxes, $2, 336. 9:3 ; licenses, $399.50; 
miscellaneous, $119.40; total, $5, 656. 00. 
The disbursements are as follows: 
Orders and Warrants, $3,465,07; Bal- 
ance on hand January 1, 1912, $2,191.- 
93; Total, $5,656 00. 

According to City Treasurer Bur- 
roughs, more than $1,000 will be added 
to the city's fund within the next few 
days from taxes now outstanding 
which will be collected within a very 
short period. The city at present is 
in a better financial conditicn than, at 
any time within the past six years, 
considering the vast amooat of im- 
provements that have been made. In 
a few days the eleetrie Itfebt plant 
will be accepted and at that time the 
city will pay to the Fairbaaks-MoBse 
Co., of Cincinnati, O.. the aum of 
$1,:I00, which fron the present state- 
ment will leave over $900 in the eity 
treasory. 

Except when the saloons existed 

here and paid a license into the city 
treasury, has there been a more 
j healthy condition of the city's finances. 
I Judge Waddell and Marshal VVillams 
' have both added greatly to the city's 
fund in the amount jf fines assessed 
^nd collectea. Mr. Williams^as savtd 
the city much in superintending the 
construction of streets, crossings, etc., 
which prior to the electmn six years 
ago, was under tbe supervision of men 
employed by the city at a salary of not 
less than $2.50 per day. The report of 
thb treasurer for the past six years is 
IS follows: 1906, $1,489.80; 19C7, $1.- 
0&9.58;1908, $899.63 1909, $1,195.84; 
1910, $.208.07; If U. fl.W. 57. 1912. 
52,191.23. 

The charges which are registered 
against Williams grew out of the diffi- 
culty a few nights ago in which a 
negro was shot in the home of Will 
Washington, and the report was start- 
ed that not ope of the participants in ' 
tbe crap gaaie in which they ttere en- 
gaged were arrested. However it de- 
veloped that all were taken into cus- 
tody with the exception of two and in 
each case they were Qnd in poliece 
court Will Washington, who was con- 
ducting the game is in the Paris jail 
awaiting the action of thti hexl grand 
jury for suffering garbing cn his 
premiiee. 



It ia said there exist on tbe outer 
edgtis of town several low dives, but 
it is impossible to detect any vio- 
latioDS of the law that might be going 
on there, due to t^e fact that one 
policeman is insufficient tf| detect any 
evil practices before operatieas are 
eeaaed: .This is tbe eao* la iH>wf smalt 
towns, where the off cars of the law 
are constantly watched, and the^ ap- 
jNPeaeli tipped off in ample time to re- 
move incriminating evidence.
